Building Pace Slows 


Califernia’s building 
pace continued its recent 
moderating trend during 
October, with a total per- 
mit volume slowing 13 
percent below the month- 


earlier level, Security 
Pacific Bank reported to- 
day. 

California’s  buildi 


activity -- a8 measur 
by dollar volume of per- 
mite issued that month -- 
declined to just under 
$572 million in October, 
During September, Cali- 
fornia's building permits 
totaled almost $659 mil- 
lion, 

““Southern California’s 
ten-county region ac- 
counted for most of this 
September-October eas- 
ing in activity, and off- 
set monthly gains in sev- 
eral other major regions 
of the state,”’ said Senior 
Vice President Paul J, 
O’Brien, administrator of 
the bank’s Real Estate 
Finance Department, 

**Reviewing the state’s 
October’s performance 
revealed slowdowns in 
both residential and non- 
residential sectors,”’ O’- 
Brien conginued, “‘al- 
though homebuilding ap- 
peared somewhat softer 
than nonresidential con- 
struction,” 

Security Pacific Bank’s 
real estate finance exe- 
cutive noted that both 
Northern California and 
the Central Valley--com- 
prising Sacramento and 
San Joaquin valleys -- 
posted monthly increases 
in building permit de- 
mand, but that this was 
insufficient to counter- 
balance Southern Cali- 
fornia’s 27 percent Sep- 
tember -to-October de- 
cline, 

Security Pacific Bank’s 
spokesman emphasized 
that October’s perform- 
ance reflected the con- 
tinuing moderation in the 


statewide building and 
construction pace, “This 
moderation stems from 
numerous facts but, in 
particular, the general 
economic slowdown and 
cooling off which is un- 
derway both nationally 
and here in California, 

O’Brien stated, 

O’Brien based his re- 
port on data compiled by 
the bank’s Economic Re- 
search Division for the 
current issue of its Mon- 
thly Report Of Building 
Permit Activity publica- 
tion, 

Commenting further on 
California’s monthly 
trends, O’ Brien noted that 
the state’s seasonally ad- 
justed annual housing rate 
slowed to 158,100 new 
units for this year, down 
from the month-earller 
rate of 212,100 new un- 
its, O’Brien added that 
these recent housing 
trends indicate further 
moderation in sight 
through 1973’s closing 
months, “‘It appears that 
California’s new housing 
will-approximate between 
225,000 and 230,000 new 
units this year,’” he said, 

Total statewide resi- 
dential building permit 
volume--permits issued 
for conventional single 
family dwellings, multi- 
ple units as well as home 
improvements and re- 
modelings -- edged down 
16 percent to $327 million 
in October, During Sep- 
tember, this sector to- 
taled $388 million, 


O’Brien commented 
that within the residen- 
tial category, only the 
remodeling component 
registered a monthly 
gain, He explained that, 
customarily, whenever 


economic conditions slow 
and housing starts de- 
cline, remodeling activi- 
ty acclerates, 
Nonresidential permits 


Official Stops 


A new lease on life was 
recently given to over 
55,000 acres of prime 
waterfowl breeding 
ground in North Dakota 
as Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz indefinitely 
suspended further work 
on the Starkweather and 
adjoining Edmore water- 
shed projects. 

In what was hailed as 
a ‘“‘difficult, overdue de- 
cision,’’ Butz announced 
his decision to “‘suspend 
any further financial or 
technical assistance’’ to 
the controversial drain- 
age projects. The pro- 
jects were proposed in 
the heart of the prairie 
pothole country in upper 
North Dakota, reported- 
ly the finest waterfowl 
breeding ground remain- 
ing in the United States, 
producing up to 100,000 
waterfowl annually. Al- 
though the projects would 
have dried up about 
55,000 acres of prairie 
pothole wetlands, a total 
of over 500,000 acres in 
the natural Starkweather 
drainage basin would have 
been opened to drainage 
by the two projects. 

Both projects met stiff 
resistance from state and 
national conservation or- 
ganizations, including the 
National Wildlife Federa- 
tion, and various Federal 
agencies, Considerable 
opposition was also voi- 
ced by private citizens, 


including farmers in the 
local affected area, The 
Corps of Engineers and, 
since 1962, the Soil Con- 
servation Service of the 
Department of Agri- 
culture have, however, 
sought authority to begin 
construction onthe Stark- 
weather channelization 
project for 18 years, 

“We are pleased by 
the Secretary s decision 
and we realize it was a 
difficult one,’’ said Tom 
Kimball, executive vice 
president of the Nation- 
al Wildlife Federation. 
**But,’” he added, ‘‘in view 
of conservationists 
across the country, itre- 
flects the importance of 
the wildlife resources of 
these natural wetlands 
areas,” 

Kimball noted that Se- 
cretary Butz’ decision 
‘fis the kind of hard look 
that is desperately need- 
ed on other wetland 
drainage projects.” As 
examples of other pro- 
jects which should be re- 
viewed, Kimball mention- 
ed the Cache River pro- 
ject in Arkansas where 
the Corps of Engineers 
intends to provide frain- 
age for an estimated 
100,000 acres of prime 
southern hardwood 
Swamp, and the potential 
drainage of the Afchafa- 
laya Basin in Louisiana, 
also by the Corps of En- 
yineers,

Accidents - CHP 


An abnormal number of 
the traffic accidents that

nia Highway Patrol, 

When acarhydroplanes 
it is actually riding ona 
thin layer of 


Water be- 
tween the road and the 
tires, The driver’s con- 


trol of steering and brak- 
ing is then lost because 
contact with the pavement 
is lost, 

CHP Commissioner 
Walter Pudinski remind- 
ed drivers that the dan- 
ger can be minimized by 
sound driving habits and 
identified the following 
tips as ones followed by 
CHP officers, 


if the steering wheel 


begins to feel “‘loose’’ it 
is a signal that your tires 

off the road and the 
car is hydroplaning, The 
solution is to ease off the 
gas and leave the brakes 
alone, 

To maintain the trac- 
tion needed for safe driv- 
ing on wet roads; Keep 
speed down, Don’t jerk 
the steering wheel but 
steer and corner smooth- 
ly, Give the car ahead 
more room than usual so 
you will have more time 
to brake safely, 

Other tips to follow are 
to ride in the tracks of the 
car ahead of you (it has

to insure that it is in good phy- 
sical health, 

As a further encouragement, 
the Humane Society allows each 
new family to keep the animal 
for two weeks to discover if 
the animal is right for them, 
If it doesn’t work out, it can 
be returned and exchanged for 
another, 

Not everyone who comes infor 
an animal can get one, Richards 
Said, The Humane Society of- 
ficer will question the adopting 
family to discover if they can 
provide for and take care of the 
dog or the cat, 

some questions they ask are; 
Do you have a backyard for the 
dog to run around in and stay 
in? Do you realize that it 
costs a few hundred dollars a 
year to provide the proper care 
an animal needs? Do you have 
children under a certain age? 
(Sometimes, small children like 
to pull animals tails), 

Richards said his office has 
turned down an offer of $100 
for a pedigree dog because the 
person couldn’t adequately pro- 
vide for the animal, The So- 
Clety ended up giving the ani- 
mal to a “good family’’ for a 
normal $25 fee, 

The Society makes sure the 


animal 18 going to a good home, 

The minimum fee to adopt 
a dog from the Humane ae 
is $7, The fee can go as high 
as $25, depending..on how long 
the dog has been sheltered by 
the Society, Minimum fee for 
adopting a cat is $3, 

For female dogs that have 
not been spayed, a $20 depo- 
sit i8 required, For dogs, the 
deposit is $15, Deposits will 
be returned to the owner after 
proof that the female has beenal- 
tered, 

Dogs are required to be le 
censed each year after reaching 
four months, The license fee 
for altered dogs, both female 
and male, is $5, The fee for 
dogs that have not been altered 
is $7, 

The most distressing problem 
for those who work for the Hu- 
mane Society, Richards said, is 
to be forced to destrov an ani- 
mal, He said the Humane So- 
clety officers get ‘‘crucified’’ 
by the public for destroying these 
animals, Each of them also has 
to feel what goes on inside when 
he destroys an animal, ‘That's 
the woret part of our job,”’ 

He has every officer handle 
the job of getting rid of the un~ 
wanted animals, 

If each officer actually puts 
animals to death, he said, they 
do their job better, Instead 
of letting irresponsible animal 
Owners Off easy, they go in with 
the attitude ‘“‘yet your animals 
off the street,,,get them apayed,,, 
because | don’t want to have to 


kill any more,” 

‘We're ridiculed as the crle 
minal yet it’s the community 
who {# the criminal,’ Richarda 
gaid, The community ia ree 
sponsible for keeping animals 
off the streeta and for keeping 
the animal population down by 
altering their peta, 

“Our main goal here ia to 
work #0 we can close these 
doors,” he said, and not have 
to take tn any more animals 
and not have an animal over- 
population problem, He said that 
in a way, he is working for the 
elimination of the Humane So- 
clety, 

The Pomona Valley Humane 
Society has the highest adoption 
rate in Southern California and 
the highest on the Weat Coaat, 
22 percent, 

In the average month last year, 
according to Richards, approxi- 
mately 150 animals were returne 
ed to thelr owners after being 
picked up off the streets by the 
Pomona Humane Society appro- 
ximately 150 were adopted and 
about 2,300 dogs and cats were 
destroyed,
